Wears 1870 Medal For First Time 
When He Defeats the ’ 
Germans 


The Correspondent relates an in- 
teresting anecdote concerning General 
Maunoury, the Israel Putnam of the 
French army, who retired from the 
army, and then left his farm to again 
take up active service in the present 
war. The general, who was wound- 
ed at Soissons, was in command of 
the Sixth Army, the corps which at 
the Battle of the Marne drove home 
the flanking attack that broke up the 
general advance of the Germans and 
turned the tide of the German inva- 
sion. 

In 1911 General Maunoury, like all 
the Franco-Prussian war veterans, re- 
ceived the medal commemorating the 
campaign of 1870. But he never 
would wear it. When, however, on Sep- 
tember 10, at Claye, his headquarters, 
he dictated to L's chief of staff the 
text of the famous General Orders No 
6, he pinned on ‘is blouse for th» 
first time the humble bronze medai 
with its green and black ribbon. 

“The success of 1914,” says the Cor- 
respondent, “authorized the souvenir 
of 1870.” 

General Orders No. 5 was the ad- 
dress to the Sixth Army after, the 
}sattle of the Marne, in which the 
general thanked it for its gallant 
work under conditions without paral- 
lel. It ends as follows: 

“It is with lively emotion that I 
thank you for what you have accom- 
plished, for I owe to you that toward 
which for forty-four years'@l my ef- 
forts and all my energies have been 
directed—the revenge of 1870. Thanxs 
then to you and honor to all the sold- 
jiers of the Sixth Army.” 

This order erroneously was attri- 
buted at the same time to General 
Joffre, 

General Maunotury, once military 
governor of, Paris, retired from active 
service in 1912, after a brilliant mili- 


tary career, He returned to his natal 
village of Mer, in Loir-et-Cher, and en- 
gaged in ing. On August 2 he 


reported ;for duty in Paris and was 
placed in charge of mobilization. On 
August 20 he was put in command of 
the Sixth Army, which was mobilized 
at Verdun.

surface and prevent evaporation. 

It will be noticed from these ax- 
periments that good cultivation has 
alWays been rewacded by increased 
yields. If this is true on the Expert- 
‘ental Farm it will be far more trae 
BG fhe average farm. It would, there- 
fore, seem that if we wish to increasa 
our production it could be done most 
cheaply’ by improved methods of cul-

The inventory 
vajues covered all depreciationg and 
increases fn values, so that this $563 
was net increase in the value of the 
(arm investment. It means that this 
sum was saved from the year’s busi- 
ness afterall tarm exdenses had been 
paid, including interes: on borrowed 
money and all living expenses, The 
amount of cash at. the end of the 
year; $133, proved to be no indica- 
tion of the success of the year’s bust

be faced however with the duty of 
helping to make up and also to 
provide for the increased provincial 
expenditure required to carry on 
the Liquor Act (which would be 
practicaliy without any revenué for 
the purpose) and with the lessened 
demand for barley which would re+ 
sult in lower prices for this grain. 
The farmers in Alberta were re- 
cently urged to grow more barley 
for export purposes, but how can 
they do this if the home market is 
crippled and there is also a smaller 
outside demand ? 

The chief thing which the farm- 
ers of Alberta will do well to con- 
sider is the effect which the pass- 
ing of the Liquor Act would have 
upon their own expenditure. This 
they can keep right by voting 
against,the Liquor Act which ‘the 
Temperance people have hoodwink- 
ed them into supporting under, the 
guise of prohibition. 

‘When farmers, too, go intowth 
towns and villages, they use ‘the 
hotel accommodation conducted 
under the existing Liquor License 
Ordinance. Under the’ proposed 
Liguor Act there would be no pror 
vision for hotels at all and their 
supply would be left to haphazard 
or the enterprise of private citizens} 
This would work a hardship which 
the promoters of the Liquor Act 
would do nothing to redress, 

Further no farmer, could be pres 
vented from importing liquor from 
other provinces for beverage pur 
poses under the Act, but he would 
be absolutely prevented from buy- 
ing liquor in the Province except 
from a 


purely medicinal purposes, In ad- 
dition to paying for the liquor he 


would have to pay the doctor’s fee 
which would add materially to the 


cost of the liquor.
